LEDA, investment 
group, SBA team up 
to aid businesses

In spite of high interest rates and a paucity of bank loans, it's easier to open a 
small, local business than many people think, according to the Lompoc Valley 
Economic Development Association < LED A I. 
The reason for this is the federal government's Small Business Administration 
(SBAi as well as a local organization called the Tri-County Development 
Corporation (CDC), which has been incorporated for two years 
The 
locally-anchored 
developm ent_____________________________ 
company was the same financial force 
that made the Village Skate Center a 
reality for four local investors CDC 
loaned 20 per cent of the cost of the 
center's building and equipment and the 
SBA loaned the money for the remaining 
80 per cent All this was negotiated in 
the absence of bank loans, which would 
have come at the rate of 11 per cent or 
so 
The 
Vandenberg 
V illa g e 
development is slated to enter the 
construction stage late next month 
Now, CDC would like to do the same 
for other valley developments 
According to Edward Porrazzo, CDC 
treasurer, the local development group 
has plenty more cash to loan for 
development and it's all available at 10 
per cent, an SBA prescribed maximum 
rate, compared to from 12 to 14 per cent 
now charged for such loans by banks 
CDC, 
Porrazzo 
said, 
"wants 
to 
continue to provide a vehicle for funding 
other small businesses that contribute to 
expanding our economic base " 
income generated from one program 
funds the next one,” he added 
LEDA Director Charles Carmichael, 
who was the first to spur LEDA to close 
ranks with the company in the interests 
of local development, is near ecstatic 
about the organization 
‘i ’m 
real 
enthused 
about 
the 
opportunity 
it 
offers,” 
he 
said, 
“Exceptionally enthused , it's a godsend 
as we view it within the LEDA, it’s 
really the source for some of this 
financing we've been looking for.” 
Carmichael and Porrazzo confirmed 
that LEDA and the company are now in 
the process of negotiating another local 
development package 
The driving force behind CDC, at least 
so far, is the SBA’s program 502. Under 
this program, the SBA will make a loan 
for up to 80 per cent of the capital cost of 
a new, local, small business at the 
winsome rate of 6.75 percent Combined 
with higher rates for CDC and bank loan 
money, the total interest rate still 
comes out a very competitive 7 5 per 
cent, Porrazzo beamed 
The SBA would like to see local banks 
included in a three-pronged funding 


structure, Porrazzo said The baseline 
formula calls for 20 per cent loan 
funding from the local development 
company and 40 per cent from both the 
banks and the SBA But, Porrazzo said, 
the federal agency is prepared to take 
up the slack left by bank refusals to loan 
the money, an increasingly common 
occurrence, he footnoted 
One of the requirements is that the 
development 
company 
involved 
be 
largely a local one Launched by five 
local 
men, 
CDC 
qualifies 
Joseph 
Schwartz, a NASA 
retiree, is the 
president of the company and Vice 
President Howard Grantz is a local 
employe 
of 
the 
General 
Electric 
Company 
Also on the five man board of 
directors are Albert Rick, who works in 
investm ents, 
and 
Johnathan 
Vordermark, a teacher at Cabrillo High 
School. 
Porrazzo, 
is 
the 
base 
commissary officer 
"AH of us have been here for 10 years 
or more,” Porrazzo said. 
Though the money is available both 
from the SBA and CDC, the impression 
that this is a giveaway program is 
incorrect, he stressed. 
"Everybody seems to get the idea that 
the SBA gives away money, but they 
don’t; 
my God, 
they 
don’t,” 
the 
treasurer attested 
In order to qualify for the SBA 502 
program, investors must be planning on 
what qualifies as a small business in 
federal eyes. There are lists of criteria 
involved. Also, they must demonstrate 
to the SBA, as they must to any other 
lending institution, that there is a 
waiting market for the commodity or 
service they propose to sell and that 
they have the expertise to provide it. 
Also, the SBA money can only be used 
to pay for equipment and building costs, 
not 
for 
mortgages 
or 
operating 
expenses. 
Carmichael said he heard about the 
SBA 502 program at a seminar and 
rushed back into town bent on setting up 
a syndicate here to provide the funding 
for beginning small businesses. 


Commissioner scores

there,” Copeland declared, "Let them 
move them elsewhere.” Earlier he said 
that "if we had all the endangered 
species down through the years on hand 
there wouldn t be room for humans " 
Copeland referred a study by the 
University 
of 
California 
at 
Santa 
Barbara that was made public Monday. 
The 
report 
indicated 
that 
the 
environmental balance of Ocean Park 
could be upset by development and that 
the park, 10 miles west of Lompoc, was 
a waystop for migratory wildfowl 
Copeland 
suggested 
that 
the 
environmental concerns were not valid 
Commission Chairman Robert Kranig 
said 
he 
agreed 
with 
Copeland's 
sentiments. Both men have been in the 
forefront of public moves for some 
functional development of the park 
Their concern for the largely unused 
park spurred a joint session of the 
commission and the city’s Park and 
Recreation Commission recently. 
A 
committee was formed at that time to 
study the question and come up with 
some priorities. No concrete action has 
come out of the committee thus far 


A College Avenue resident gained the 
sympathy of the Lompoc Commission 
last night along with a variance for a 
fence to 
protect his privacy from 
encroachments by Lompoc High School 
students.

Crime program 
revealed by Ford 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Ford said today that as part of an 
intensified fight against rising violent 
crimes and the habitual criminal he was 
establishing a program to work with 
states to keep track of professional 
criminals 


In a prepared address before the 81st 
annual convention of the International 
Association of Police Chiefs, Ford said 
all Americans can agree on the same 
conclusion about crime 


"There is far too much of it, it can no 
longer be ignored, it can be no longer be 
rationalized away." 


"The time has come to act,” Ford 
said, making it clear he believes crime 
fighting is chiefly the responsibility of 
the state and local governments and the 
federal role is "essentially supportive." 


As part of the campaign against 
crime. Ford said he had directed the 
Justice Department to undertake, in 
cooperation 
with 
state 
and 
local 
governments, a Career Criminal Impact 
Program that will target and keep track 
of professional criminals 


"This 
program 
will 
also 
assign 
priority to cases of habitual criminals 
and expedite the process by which they 
are brought to justice,” he said

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Gov Ronald 
Reagan insisted today the legislature 
could repeal early pension benefits for 
certain 
retiring 
lawmakers 
in 
an 
afternoon and go home the same day. 
At a news conference, the governor 
defended his calling of the legislature 
into a special session Wednesday to 
consider the issue while Democratic 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. McCarthy said 
it would take at least three days to 
defuse the political powderkeg 
"They (lawmakers) could be here and 
on their way home 
in the same 
afternoon,” Reagan said, insisting the 
repeal could occur in “a couple of 
hours." 
"It can be done without either party 
playing politics with this matter,” 
Reagan said, noting that in the last 10 
days of the regular legislative session in 
August the lawmakers sent him 1,184 
bills for signature. 
The 
governor 
announced 
that 
repealers were ready for introduction 
immediately 
by 
Senate 
Republican 
leader George Deukmejian of Long 
Beach and by Assemblyman Robert 
McLennan of Downey, who carried an 
unsuccessful repealer last summer 
At least one day, McCarthy said, will 
be needed for the introduction of 
legislation 
and 
the 
legally-required 
formal organization of both the Senate 
and Assembly. 
The following day, Thursday, is the 
holiest of Jewish holidays, Yom Kippur, 
and the legislature normally does not 
work on Friday, so the San Francisco 
Democrat said the first committee 
hearing on the explosive issue will have 
to wait until Monday 
How much longer before the session 
could be adjourned McCarthy did not 
speculate.

Israel 
otherwise 
marked 
the 
anniversary with war games on the 
Syrian front and a vow never again to be 
caught by a surprise Arab attack 


pension plan, which allows retiring 
lawmakers this year to begin receiving 
lifetime pensions on Nov. 30, even 
though some may still be in their 30s. 
At least a dozen legislators could 
benefit under the special retirement 
allowance which enables senators and 


assemblymen who have at least four 
years service to begin collecting bene­ 
fits immediately if they leave office in a 
reapportionment year, such as 1974 
Normally, ex-lawmakers must wait 
until age 60 before drawing pensions. 
But in 1965 and in subsequent years, the 


pension “sweetener” was added to 
lessen the woes of legislators who lose 
their seats in reapportionment. 
It is budgeted to cost taxpayers $1.1 
million this fiscal year, and various 
guesses put the eventual pricetag at up 
to $6 million or more.

Under the bill, "complete possession 
and control” of all tape recordings of 
Nixon’s conversations during his years 
as president would be held by the 
government and none could be destroyed 
without Congress’ consent.

Rockefeller admits

Rockefeller said today his financial 
interests 
in

business

potentially influence his actions as vice 
president, but only if he abused the 
power of office. 
Under sharp questioning by Sen 
Robert 
Byrd, 
D-W.Va., during the 
second 
day 
of 
Rules 
Committee 
hearings into Rockefeller’s nomination 
as vice president, the former New York 
governor said his 35-year record showed 
that he had never abused the power of 
public office 
Rockefeller, whose holdings include 
stock in some oil firms, also told Byrd 
he did not believe that the major oil 
companies 
"contrived” 
last 
year’s 
shortage. But he said that they should be 
taxed now for their excess profits if they 
do not put the money into production of 
new supplies. 
"Will you really be able to separate 
the interests of big business from the 
national interest?” Byrd askpd 
“Yes sir,” Rockefeller replied 
"Well, can’t we at least agree that 
tremendous —colossal — influence is 
there from your family’s wealth’’’ Byrd 
continued. 
“We can agree if you add one word, 
senator, 
potential’ 
— 
potential 
influence,” Rockefeller said, adding 
that it would be an abuse of power and a 
violation of the law 
Byrd 
said 
he 
disagreed 
with 
Rockefeller’s statement Monday that 
his family’s economic power was a 
myth 
“You may view it as a myth, but I 


don’t view it as a myth, nor do I view it 
as an evil,” Byrd said “Even if your 
family holdings are only 2 or 3 per cent 
in any one company, when holdings are 
spread across so many companies it 
cannot help (but) influence the economy 
of the country ” 
Senate Republican leader Hugh Scott 
meanwhile criticized his colleagues for 
focusing too much on Rockefeller’s 
wealth 


Nixon 
Under the Nixon-Ford agreement, 
Nixon would have had the right to limit 
access to the tapes and other materials. 
After three years, he would be allowed 
to destroy them. All materials would be 
destroyed at the time of his death or on 
Sept. 1,1984, whichever occurs first 
Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, D-Maine, 
noting Nixon’s health problems, said 
swift action was required “because of 
the 
unce.tainty 
of 
human 
life,” 
referring to reports that Nixon’s health 
has been deteriorating.

bill provides for a

Supreme Court hearing if Nixon argues 
that it violates his property rights.

Nixon undergoes tests today 
for phlebitis in Long Beach

BEACH, 
Calif

- 
Richard Nixon, who reluctantly gave 
into his doctor’s urgings to enter a 
hospital, began undergoing tests for 
phlebitis today Ron Ziegler described 
the former president as depressed but 
mentally sharp 
Nixon, walking unaided and with no 
serious limp, 
entered 
Long 
Beach 
Memorial Hospital Monday, arriving in 
a white Cadillac at a laundry entrance. 
He was accompanied by Ziegler, his 
long time spokesman and now chief 
aide, his wife Pat, and daughter Julie 
Eisenhower. They were surrounded by 
Secret Service agents, who roughed up a 
network television cameraman 
“You have to recognize that this has 
been a very difficult time for the former 
President,” Ziegler told reporters “The 
events of the past months have been a 


period of strain and stress.” 
Ziegler was asked about Nixon’s 
statement to his former White House 
physician, Dr Walter Tkach, two weeks 
ago that he would not be hospitalized 
because “If I go into the hospital, I’ll 
never come out alive ’' 
“Nixon made that statement while not 
in good spirits and in a low state of 
mind,” Ziegler said “But that does not 
mean that his mind is not acute.” 
Ziegler said Nixon is “physically 
fatigued" by his ailment and although he 
is occasionally depressed, “He is not 
having any psychiatric problems -not 
at all He feels like anybody would feel 
after going through a great and severe 
loss.” 
Nixon is expected to spend at least the 
rest of the week in the hospital under the 
treatment of Dr John Lungren. 


Publishing newspaper 
keeps family busy

In 1972, Lompoc's Lester 
Gideon — 
a 
part-time 
wholesaler of stone mountings 
— had an idea to publish six 
tabloid 
size 
newspapers 
because he felt he wasn’t 
getting the best response from 
magazine ads in the rock hobby 
field 
It turned out to be a gem of 
an idea. 
The first issue took almost 
two months to produce. It 
looked rather "archaic.’’ It 
contained just four pages 
But finally about 8,000 issues 
of the Rock Hobby Times were 
printed and mailed free to 
nearly every lapidist in the 
northwestern U.S. through the 
many rock clubs The response 
from readers and potential 
advertisers was fantastic, in 
Gideon's words 
It was like he found a need 
and was beginning to fill it 
Recalling 
the 
event 
last 
week, he said, "The first paper 
we funded 90 per cent of the 
total cost — the printing and 
mailing The second issue was 
eight pages and it cost us about 
60 per cent of the total; we 
were starting to get some paid 
ads in. As a matter of fact, the 
rate we charged for the paid 
ads didn't even pay for the 
space in the paper. The third 
issue was 12 pages and was 
fully funded and then it went 
back to eight pages By the end 
of the sixth month we re­ 
evaluated our 
position and 
found that the paper was 
getting readily accepted and 
found 
ourselves 
in 
the 
publishing business.” 
Today, 
the 
Rock 
Hobby 
Times claims a world wide 
circulation 
with 
editions 
mailed as far as Taiwan, New 
Zealand, and England The bulk 
of the paper's 7,000 circulation 
is concentrated in the states 
west of the Mississippi River. 
The area is represented by 
three 
m i nera log ica 1 
federations — 
a California 
federation, 
northwestern 
federation, 
and 
a 
Rocky 
Mountain federation. 
RHT is published as a Gideon 
family project. Gideon handles 
most of the writing, lay-out, 
and paste-up. His wife. Marie, 
edits the letters to the editor 
and helps to bulk mail. Son 
Jerry, 22, assists in production 
and mailing 
Son John and 
daughter Judy also help to 
mail. A local high school boy, 
Peter Morgan, has been hired 
to work on the production side. 
"The 
paper 
deals 
with 
general 
promotion 
and 
publicity 
of 
outstanding 
lapidary 
products," 
Gideon 
defined. "We evaluate them, 
we have other people evaluate 
them, and we write up articles 
about the products. Unlike 
magazines in the field, we don’t 
hold back. If the product turns 
out to be bad, we report it. And 
we report the deficiencies of 
the 
item, 
whereas 
the 
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LESTER GIDEON works at the "paste-up” 
board on the latest edition of his newspaper 
devoted to the lapidary interests over a wide 
area. Gideon and his entire family produce the 
newspaper which is printed on the Lompoc 
Record presses. 


magazines have a tendency to 
only 
report 
that 
which 
is 
good.” 
There are several nation­ 
wide rock magazines, but there 
is only one rock newspaper — 
the Rock Hobby Times. 
Some issues are used as 
official show editions at major 
rock shows and conventions. 
He said, for example, "Last 
January, we got word there 
was going to be a special show 
on faceting, a brand new event 
taking place in San Jose 
I 
knew 
one 
of 
the 
fellows 
organizing it and I contacted 
him and offered the services of 
the paper and he was happy to 
have it. We ran a special 
edition for the show and 1 don’t 
believe 
there 
was 
anyone 
around who didn’t credit the 
paper 
for 
doing 
fantastic 
advance PR work or credit for 
part of the show’s tremendous 
success." 
People 
collect 
precious 
stones like rubies 
and semi­ 
precious stones like opals for 
hobby or livelihood They take 
the stones in rough states, cut, 
polish, engrave, and mount 
them in fittings for jewelry. 
Some 
lapidists 
sell 
the 
jewelry ; some give it away as 
Christmas and birthday gifts. 
To work the stones they need 
an assortment of equipment 
For example, tumblers are 
needed to polish stones and lap 
machines are needed to make 
facets. 
This equipment is evaluated 
and advertised in the RHT. 
A roll of ten issues is mailed 
free 
each 
month 
to 
the 
approximate 450 rock clubs in 
the three federations. But the 
RHT 
also 
maintains 
an 
"extensive" paid circulation at 
$2 a year. 
"W e 
give 
every 
new 
subscriber a free gift, usually a 
Taiwan jade cap — a cut and 
polished stone," Gideon likes to 
note. 
He said that after the first 
year of publication he started 
charging 
for 
single 
subscriptions because he was 
told people would appreciate 
the paper better. So he set the 
rate at $1 a year and it worked. 


"People started appreciating 
the 
paper 
and 
the 
paper 
became more important in the 
field and we started getting 
better 
advertisers," 
he 
explained 


The first edition Gideon put 
together on a drawing board 
over a washing machine in his 
garage at 905 W Loquat Ct He 
typed out the copy during lunch 


hours on IBM typewriters at 
the offices of SAMTEC on 
Vandenberg Air Force Base 
where he is employed as an 
electronics engineer. 
As the RHT expanded, he 
started bidding on surplus sales 
of office equipment that would 
be usable to produce a small 
newspaper. Now he owns five 
vari-writers, one headliner, a 
justowriter, a flexowriter, and 
other equipment. 
The actual printing of the 
paper is done on the Lompoc 
Record off-set printing press 
one Tuesday morning a month. 
From the family garage, the 
rapidly growing editorial and 
production room was moved to 
Buellton where the Gideon’s 
hoped to attract rock hounds as 
they passed along Highway 101. 
"Then we got caught in the 
gas shortage situation. After 
three months in Buellton we 
moved back into Lompoc and 
occupied 
the 
building 
the 
Lompoc Record once used back 
in the 1890's or whenever on 
East Ocean. It wasn't adequate 
for us, but it was big. Then 
finally we moved into the La 
Purisima Building We have a 
two room suite of offices. I ’m 
now looking at another facility 
that has 1500 square feet in it,” 
said Gideon 
Today, the Gideons put out a 
RHT edition in much faster 
time, about a week. The paper 
still consumes a lot of their 
evenings and weekends. 


Gideon mentioned, "This last 
August we drove 9,000 miles in 
two and a half weeks. We 
visited 
seven 
m ajor 
manufacturers 
of 
hobby 
equipment 
We attended 
a 
regional show and convention 
— all for the paper, and for the 
hobby.” 


As if the demands of the RHT 
isn’t enough, Gideon began 
publishing 
a 
quarterly 
newspaper last April on just 
faceting. 
Also, 
he 
is 
considering publishing another 
paper in the rock hobby field. 


Gideon 
said 
he 
actually 
breaks even on the RHT It 
costs about $1,000 an edition. 
This includes cost of printing, 
production, postage, and small 
wages paid to everyone on staff 
except himself About $1,300 in 
revenue is generated, but the 
$300 profit is plowed back into 
the 
paper 
for 
"general 
growth." 


Why does he bother? "A self- 
satisfaction of accomplishing 
something and respect of the 
industry." he replies.

Younger 
warns of

Evelle J. Younger has warned 
that revolutionary groups may

during the 1976 bicentennial 
“ Our nation’s 200th anniver­ 
sary may mark the beginning 
of the era of superviolence in 
this country,” Younger said 
Monday in testimony before the 
Senate Internal Security Sub­ 
committee. 
Younger said he based his 
prediction of an outbreak of 
violence in 1976 on “ bits and 
pieces” of information appear­ 
ing in the underground press. 
He said various terrorist 
groups 
have 
little 
trouble 
getting arms and funds, often 
with credit cards. 
“ Whereas the foreign terror­ 
ist 
must 
rely 
almost 
exclusively 
on 
kidnaping, 
robbery and extortion for his 
financing, his U.S. counterpart 
need only rely on a credit 
card,” he said. 
Younger said armed robber­ 
ies were used by terrorist 
groups to raise money, but that 
use of stolen and fraudulent 
credit cards was common 


Nominee 
erased from 
ballot 


COLUMBIA, S. C. (UPI) - 
Charles “ Pug” Ravenel, the 
Democratic nominee for gover­ 
nor, was erased from the 
general election ballot by the 
State Supreme Court Monday 
because of state residency 
requirements.

Authorities said they believe 
some of the money went to the 
poor, but they have no definite 
proof.

Two persons were injured 
and nine others others arrested 
in 
the 
afterm ath 
of 
an 
antibusing 
demonstration 
at 
the Charlestown school. Police 
said the injured, both Negroes 
who were treated and released 
at hospitals, were hurt when a 
group 
of 
whites 
assaulted 
them 
Mrs. K. Marie Clarke, an 
organizer of the West Roxbury 
"day of mourning,” said it was 
called "in support of other 
parents in every part of the city 
who have had their children 
reassigned and have lost their 
rights." 
Attendance at South Boston 
High School increased slightly 
over last Friday as 40 more 
whites went to school Monday. 
However, 
black 
attendance 
dropped by 22 for the day. 
A sharper drop was reported 
at Hyde Park 
High School, 
closed Friday because of racial 
fights 
and 
rock 
throwing 
incidents. Hyde Park attend­ 
ance decreased 
to 877, 
the 
lowest 
figure 
since 
school 
opened Sept. 12. Nearly 1,300 
students attended school Thurs­ 
day. 
At least one rock was thrown 
by whites at a bus filled with 
blacks preparing to leave Hyde 
Park 
High 
School, 
nearly 
triggering another racial con­ 
frontation as blacks attempted 
to get off the buses and pursue 
the whites. Police prevented 
the black students from leaving 
the buses. 
Another bus was stoned as it 
left the area.

Greek Reds 
emerge from 
illegality 


ATHENS (UPI) - Greece’s 
Communists, banned but never 
fully disbanded, emerged from 
more than a quarter-century of 
illegality today to welcome a 
government 
decision 
letting 
political 
parties 
operate 
openly. 
The Communists, outlawed 
since Greece’s 1947 civil war, 
hailed the move as “a victory 
of the working class and of all 
the enlightened people of the 
country.” 
Premier Constantine Cara- 
manlis announced twin decrees 
Monday 
to 
bring 
Greece’s 
political life into the open —a 
step he said would pave the 
way for national elections and 
an eventual return to demo­ 
cracy. 
One decree ended the 27- 
year-old ban against the Greek 
Communist party. The other 
overruled a ban imposed by 
Greece’s 
form er 
m ilitary 
bosses seven years ago against 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
country’s 
political parties 
Political observers said the 
country’s traditional political 
parties face massive rebuilding 
jobs if they want to function as 
they did in the past. 
M o s t 
of 
th e 
country's 
parties, 
including 
Caram anlis’ 
own 
National 
Radical Union party, exist only 
as slogans scratched on walls 
The Communists managed to 
maintain a skeleton, clandes­ 
tine operation in the country 
despite 
the 
ban.

begged the United States today 
for flamethrowers to cremate 
the rotting bodies of Hurricane 
Fifi victims and massive aid to 
save the lives of hundreds of 
thousands of refugees 
Starving dogs tore at the 
carcasses of flood victims and 
vultures clawed at the carrion 
flesh 
Gangs of looters and 
swarms of snakes preyed on 
hapless survivors 
Rescue 
workers 
kept 
on 
recovering 
bodies 
buried 
in 
mud and debris five days after 
Fifi howled through the 80- 
mile-long, 
45 mile wide 
Sula 
Valley in northern Honduras. 
At 
hard-hit 
Choloma, 
12 
miles from San Pedro Sula, 
rescuers used gas masks to 
guard 
against 
stench 
and 
disease while digging corpses 
out of the mud. 
“ I ’ve received requests from 
the 
government 
for 
flame 
throwers to cremate the bodies 
found out in the open,” U.S. 
Ambassador 
Phillip 
Sanchez 
said. 
H e 
said 
A m e r i c a n 
helicopters 
are 
plucking 
survivors from rooftops and 
taking them to higher ground 
“ Now 
we're 
going 
to 
help 
distribute 
food 
and 
water, 
medicine 
and 
clothing,” 
he 
said 
The 
government 
put 
the 
death toll at between 7,000 and 
8,000, but the Honduran ambas­ 
sador in Mexico City said, “ Ten 
thousand deaths would be a 
conservative estimate.” 
Col. Eduardo Andino, deputy 
director of the National Em er­ 
gency Committee, said 500,000 
persons are believed homeless, 
40,000 of them still “ without 
food 
or 
water, 
isolated 
by 
floodwaters and still awaiting 
rescue.” 
In the capital of Tegucigalpa, 
Rigoberto Alvarado said the 
government has ordered all 
bodies burned 
Troops were 
told to “ kill all animals eating 
flesh, 
including 
domestic 
animals, mostly dogs. ” 
“ We are sure we re going to 
have

with 
epide­ 
mics,” Alvarado said “ We are 
waiting for them.” 
Looting

San 
Pedro Sula Mayor Henry Holst 
said, “The soldiers are spread

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Israel 
marks 
war date 


United Press International 
Israel marked its official 
anniversary of the 1973 Middle 
East war today, vowing to 
avoid last year's mistakes and 
flexing its military muscles 
near the Syrian truce lines 
Lt Gen Mordechai Gur, the 
armed forces commander, said 
his troops learned from their 
mistakes 
in last October s 
fighting and have strengthened 
their ranks in the relative lull 
that has followed 
Israel decided to mark the 
war on the eve of Yom Kippur, 
the Jewish day of atonement, 
although the date falls two 
weeks short of the actual 
anniversary of the conflict. 
The war began on Yom 
Kippur —Oct 6, 1973 —but the 
day of atonement falls on Sept. 
25 this year under the Jewish 
lunar calendar. 
In the Golan Heights, where 
Syrian forces were beaten back 
after their surprise attack Oct. 
6, Israeli armor, artillery and 
airplanes conducted the third 
and final day of what military 
sources 
called 
field 
maneuvers. 
Gur 
said 
Israel 
needed 
national unity and military 
strength “ to prevent war or to 
win it.” 
In an interview with the 
armed forces weekly Bamaha- 
neh, the general said Israel has 
made tactical improvements in 
its deployment of forces for a 
future war. 
He said the surprise Egyp- 
tian-Synan offensive 
taught 
Israel that “ we must distin­ 
guish between an intelligence 
evaluation of a situation and an 
actual operational alert and 
thus act upon what is occurring 
for certain.” 


Rebels fire 
rockets into 
Phnom Penh 


PHNOM PENH (UPI) - 
Rebel gunners fired a salvo of 
Chinese-made 
rockets 
into 
Phnom Penh today, wounding 
eight 
persons 
in 
the first 
shelling 
of 
the 
Cambodian 
capital in more than a month 
Police 
said 
four 
107mm 
rockets crashed into the south­ 
ern section of the city at dawn, 
injuring two infants and six 
other civilians. 
The shelling came a week 
after a government intelligence 
report said the insurgents were 
planning a reign of terror in 
Phnom Penh to influence next 
month’s expected U N debate 
on Cambodia. 
“ Attacks on Phnom Penh 
make good headlines and the 
rebels know that,” an intelli­ 
gence spokesman said. “ They 
think the publicity will make 
some delegates to the U.N. 
think our government is not in 
control of the country.” 
In Phnom Penh, President 
Lon Nol urged the United 
Nations today to recognize his 
government as the sole re­ 
presentative of the Cambodian 
people. 
“ The lawful fighting of our 
country has been recognized 
and supported by most friendly 
nations and we hope that the 
United Nations will understand 
our lawful position,” he told 
C am bodia's 
N ation al 
Assembly. 
In other Cambodian military 
activity, field reports told of 
heavy fighting between govern­ 
ment and rebel armies south­ 
west of the capital. 
The reports said eight gov­ 
ernment soldiers were killed 
and 22 wounded in a battle near 
Talat, 43 miles from Phnom 
Penh 
along 
American-built 
Highway 4. Seven rebels were 
reported killed. 


'Charley 
Weaver' 
succumbs 


BURBANK, Calif. (UPI) - 
Cliff Arquette, 
who played 
television’s Charley Weaver, 
the baggy pants sage of “ Mt. 
Idy,” died of a heart attack 
Monday at age 68 
Arquette had been admitted 
to St. Joseph’s Hospital Satur­ 
day night, complaining of chest 
pains. 
He had suffered an almost 
fatal heart attack on April 24, 
1972. He recovered well enough 
to return to “ The Hollywood 
Squares” game show, where he 
was a regular, although he was 
partially paralyzed on his left 
side. 
Arquette came from a vaude­ 
ville family, and early in his 
career, while still a relatively 
young man, made a reputation 
for playing pixil ated old men. 
For the last 20 years of his 
life he was identified with 
Charley Weaver, a character 
he originated for a local Los 
Angeles 
television 
show, 
“ Dave and Charley,” and made 
into 
a 
national 
television 
institution.

anymore.” 
The 
Ribaudos’ 
daughter, 
Lisa, will celebrate her 12th 
birthday Wednesday with a 


watermelon, not a birthday 
cake, to emphasize the cause. 
But the boycott is taking 
hold. 
“ The response has been so 
fantastic that it is almost 
unbelievable,’’ 
she 
said 
Monday night. 
“ The American housewife 
has come alive and she has got 
to show she is one of the most 
important people in the coun­ 
try,” said Mrs. Ribaudo, 42. 
who heads a consumers’ group 
called “ V IP” (Very Important 
Persons). 
“ I guarantee at the end of the 
10 
days 
the 
American 
housewife will not be running to 
the supermarket to buy sugar,’’ 
she said. 
She said she started the 
boycott when she got tired of 
complaining to other house­ 
wives over the back fence or to 
her husband when he came 
home at night for supper. So, 
she called her family, neigh­ 
bors, friends, told them of the 
boycott and made them all 
promise to call five others and 
tell them about it. 


Scientists search 
again for Bigfoot 


COUGAR, Wash. (UPI) - A 
group of scientists is on a 
serious search for the legend­ 
ary man-beast “ Bigfoot,” also 
known in various parts of the 
world 
as 
“ Sasquatch” 
or 
“ Yeti.” 
The latest search was trig­ 
gered 
by 
the 
finding 
of 
apparently human hair near 
huge, man-like footprints near 
St Helens. 
Robert W Morgan, director 
of the American Yeti Expedi­ 
tion, said from a search base 
camp Monday that the hair and 
giant footprints were found 
about a month ago by trackers 
in a dense forest. 
The trackers were on a trail 
when they rounded a hillside 
and came upon a small stream 
As they started to cross the 
creek, they noticed a very fresh 
scuff mark on a moss-covered 
rock That was where the hair 
strands were found. 
Morgan said the trackers 
spotted huge man like foot­ 
prints nearby The prints went 
up the stream about 20 yards, 
then circled above the trackers 
before the trail disappeared. 
“ That’s exactly the move­ 
ment a primate would make if 
it was wishing to observe while 
not being observed,” Morgan 
suggested. 
“ I'm not saying it was a 
Bigfoot, but it’s unlikely that a 
barefooted human would be 
running around in that area. 
And if it was a human, why 
would he want to hide from two 
other humans?” 
Mary Joe Florey, a micro­ 
biologist from Portland, Ore., 
examined the hair and conclud­ 
ed it was human, probably 
from an ankle or leg, Morgan 
said. 
Morgan said analysis of the 
hair will continue, including 
comparison with hair he found 
two years ago on a fence near a 
spot where deer and cattle had 


been savagely killed and where 
large 
footprints 
also 
were 
discovered 
“ If it was a Bigfoot, then it 
opens up many new doors,” 
said Morgan, who has led a 
group of scientists and trackers 
this summer in a search for the 
creature. 
“ It’s 
something 
we re very excited about.”

Mariner, making its second 
encounter with Mercury, re 
vealed that the planet was hit 
during the formative years of 
the solar system by an object 60

in diameter, 
moving at more than 10,000 
miles an hour. 
The passerby gouged out a 
780-mile long channel, which 
has been named “ Caloris,” on 
the sunward side of Mercury, 
said NASA astrogeologist Do­ 
nald E. Gault. 
The impact must have been 
“ a million times a million” 
greater than the meteor that

Crater, 
a 
depression a mile wide and 600 
feet deep formed centuries ago 
near what is now Winslow, 
Ariz., Gault said 
The photos, some of the 500

rized that the crater could have 
been formed by seismic waves 
from the impact at Caloris, or 
by a piece of the celestial body 
that broke off and followed its 
own trajectory to the planet

Robert Strom of the 
University of Arizona, a mem 


her of the Mariner television 
camera team, said the latest 
findings show that * Mercury 
probably has a very massive 
core of iron,” 
Although only a third the size 
of 
Earth, 
Mercury, 
the 
smallest planet in the solar 
system, is almost as dense, 
indicating a core “ that is 
perhaps 
50 per cent 
iron, 
compared with Earth’s core 


that is 16 per cent iron by 
volume,” Strom said 
Mercury apparently under 
went a period of heavy volcanic 
activity, Strom said. Earlier 
space explorers showed that 
thore were once volcanoes on 
the moon, Venus and Mars, he 
said, apparently indicating that 
all the “ inner planets” under 
went a stage of internal heating 
that caused volcanoes.

He wrote the letter in April of 


1973 to Tom Padden, a real 
estate man in Las Vegas, 


Wood said mthe letter: “ You 
see, I was with Sirhan for six 
months, and 1 mean totally. He 
lived one cell away and we

talking about such things as his 
childhood, political beliefs, the 
Kennedy murder, etc., etc., 
etc.” 


Wood said in the letter he 
planned to tell the full story

NEW YORK (U PI) - The Cleveland 
Indians are about to make baseball 
history. 
They were the first American League 
club to sign a black player, Larry Doby, 
and they're about to become the first 
major league club to name a black 
manager, Frank Robinson. 
At least that's the impression I get 
talking with them, and when I tell Phil 
Seghi, the Indians' general manager, 
about my impression, all he keeps 
saying about it is “ no comment." 
Seghi says he has no intention of doing 
anything about a manager for next year 
until "the end of the season.” 
That's eight days away, but I have this 
strong hunch that if Ken Aspromonte, 
the Indians’ manager of the moment, 
decides to walk into Seghi’s office and 
ask him where he stands for next 
season, he’ll be told he doesn’t stand so 
well at all and that a managerial change 
is about to be made I ’ve got another 
hunch Aspromonte won’t fall over in 
shock. 
Nobody even bothered consulting him 
before Frank Robinson was obtained 
from the California Angels on waivers 10 
days ago. 
To continue, 
though, Ted Bonda, 
executive vice president of the Indians, 
is regarded by his baseball colleagues as 
one of most liberal individuals in the 
game. He has worked extensively with 
minority groups in the state of Ohio, 
and obviously enjoys doing so. When I 
asked him about how he, personally, felt 
regarding a black manager his reply 
was both swift and straightforward 
"I would more than welcome one," he 
said 
But he did add: 
"If and when we do make a change, 
Phil Seghi will be the man to decide who 
the new manager will be.” 
Okay. Nothing at all wrong with the 
executive vice president supporting his 
general manager There should be more 
people in baseball like Ted Bonda. 
At the time the Indians got Robinson 
from the Angels, Phil Seghi told me he 
did not speak with him about the 
possibility of his managing the ball club. 
Robinson confirmed that. When the 39- 
year-old two-time MVP winner was here 
for a series with the Yankees last 
weekend and was asked why he had 
agreed to go with the Indians, and not 
with either the Orioles or Yankeees who 
also had claimed him earlier, he said 
Cleveland was the only one of the three 
to offer him a contract for next year 
Robinson's present contract calls for 
$173,000 a year 
He is no longer a $173,000 ballplayer, 
and even he knows that. 
What the Indians can do, and what I 
suspect they will do shortly, is release 
him as a player, so they can get off that 
$173,000 salary of his, and name him 
manager at a more modest figure, say 
something 
like 
$50,000. 
I 
believe 
Robinson will take it, particularly for 
the distinction of becoming baseball’s 
first black manager. 
On Monday, Cleveland was awash 
with 
reports 
Seghi 
was 
giving 
consideration to Frank Lucchesi and 
Dave 
Bristol 
as the 
Indians’ 
new 
manager. Gene Mauch’s name was 
thrown 
in 
also 
although 
my 
understanding is he was ticketed as Walt 
Alston's successor with the Dodgers a 
long time ago 
I went back to Phil Seghi, the man 


who’ll name Cleveland s new manager, 
and the first thing he said was that he 
wasn’t going to do anything until the end 
of the season. 
What about Lucchesi and Bristol, I 
asked him9 
" I wouldn't rule out anybody I have 
confidence in,” he said, admitting he 
liked both men. 
What about Robinson? 
" I think he’s among a number of 
people I ’ve got confidence in," Seghi 
hedged. 
"In evaluating managers, there is one 
thing I would not do," said the Indians' 
G.M. "I would not be concerned with the 
color of his skin. My only concern would 
be having a man capable of leading the 
Indians to the top.”

fishermen can get them 


Rubber reefs 
At the First International Conference on Artificial Reefs held in 
Houston recently, it was pointed out that old auto tires are nearly 
ideal building materials for reefs. 
Scrap tires are cheap, abundant, easily handled, non-toxic and 
last indefinitely. They make a good anchor for a rapidly 
developing undergrowth of attachment organisms 
Ecologically, tire reefs are great because they are quickly 
camouflaged by nature and are chem ically inert 
Pier fishing in our local area might be greatly improved by 
some kinds of tire reefs. 


Freshwater fishing 
Most lakes are picking up a few sizeable fish in deep water, but 
generally the fishing is quiet. Margarita Lake reports catfishing 
good, pan fish plentiful 
Lopez Lake’s best bet is bass caught with surface plugs. Crappie 
are slow, but there are lots of redear perch and bluegtll, and a 
few trout taken in deep water near the dam The trout, however, 
are in poor shape due to the small parasites. 
For the best all-round fishing this tim e of year we recommend 
Lake Nacimiento White bass are plentiful and hit alm ost any sort 
of shiny spinner Black bass fishing is fair to good hut the fish are 
small. Catfish are hitting in shallow arms of the lake, especially 
Bee Rock 


Many anglers are trading in the rod for a rifle as the fishing 
slows up. Up north in the state the fresh water fishing picture is 
poor. 


Arrests 
Arrests for fish and game violations are up this year from last, 
the Department of Fish and Game reports. In the first six months 
last year, arrests totaled 8,834 and fines totaled $287,411. This year 
the totals are 9,873 arrests for $440,150 in fines. 
Back-packing anglers will he glad to hear that nearly one-half 
million small golden trout will be air-lifted and stocked in many 
lakes in the Sierras high altitude areas. These waters extend from 
Johnson Lake in Tulare County north to Morris Lake in Trinity 
County. 
The trout were hatched from eggs collected at the 11,000 foot 
high Cottonwood Lakes in Inyo County. They were carried by mule 
to the nearest road and trucked to the Mt. Whitney Hatchery, 
where they were placed in incubators, hatched and raised to one 
inch. Also scheduled to be planted are 155,000 cut throat trout in 
the 28 lakes from Mono County north. 
Hunting and Fishing Day will be Sept. 28, as proclaimed by 
Governor Reagan.

Commission, it was passed along to the furniture industry 
The thinking was that the furniture industry should develop 
fabrics that were more fireresistant. 
But the furniture makers promptly bucked it along to the 
tobacco industry They contended the best way to prevent fires 
would be for the tobacco industry to develop self extinguishing 
cigarettes 
Already, as you can see, great progress has been made 


Work on fire-resistant fabrics has been going on for years The 
prospect of anything revolutionary emerging for that type of 
project is pretty slim. 


But self-extinguishing cigarettes! - ah. there we have an 
entirely new concept The type of thing that almost invariably 
leads to a sensational breakthrough 


The fact that the National Safety Council has refused to support 
that approach to fire prevention is no reason to throw cold water 
on it Not as long as the buck passing system is in operation 
The next move obviously is to buck it on to the Public Health 
Service Think what a boon self-extinguishing cigarettes would be 
to the PHS's antismoking campaign 
If a cigarette went out every time you put it down in an ashtray 
or on the arm of an overstuffed sofa, smokers soon would become 
so exasperated they would quit 
Either that or they would run out of matches, 
And so, thanks to buekpassing, reduced lung cancer rates are 
now in sight.

Scotland 
is 
beautiful.

mountains and moors are green and lush 
with grass, bracken ferns, forests, both 
natural and planted, wild flowers and 
heather. This has been a rainy summer 
and fall is going to be more of the same 
evidently. Not too good for photography 
or golfing. 
We have spent our first week in 
Argyllshire, the home grounds of our 
clans; 
MacDougall, 
McCollum 
and 
Campbell. In Oban we had tea with 
Madam MacDougall of MacDougall, 
chief of the clan. She generously offered 
us seats in the official enclosure at the 
Highland Games and Gathering of the 
clans of Argyll the next day, which we 
accepted. We had planned to go anyway

opened 
up 
all 
kinds 
of 
interesting possibilities for us. 
Everyone was there 
from miles 
around 
renewing 
friendships 
and 
catching up on all the current gossip. 
Almost all the men and boys wore the 
kilts and regalia of their respective 
clans.

This is the first time I’ve ever seen a 
pole vaulter sailing over the crossbar 
with kilts whirling about his middle! 
Something was going on every minute — 
better than a county fair.

Later in our journeys we 
visited the huge and beautiful castle in 
llnverary where he lives. 
This was one day when tea time didn’t 
pre-empt the goings-on. I do believe 
Britains take the cake for eating and 
drinking The Dutch and Germans come 
close but not even! First is early tea 
when you get up. We’ve decided to adopt 
this ourselves. It is so great. Then 
comes a hearty breakfast of juice, 
porridge (Scottish oatmeal), bacon and 
sausage and eggs, toast and marmalade 
and lots of strong coffee Before lunch 
the pubs are busy serving “half and 
half” — scotch whisky with light lager 
on the side. We call this a boiler maker, 
I’m told. Then a lunch of hot meat, 
boiled potatoes and vegetables. Follow 
this with a sweet and more tea or coffee 
Trying to find a sandwich or salad is 
useless. About four o'clock comes plain 
or high tea. The latter is with bread and 
butter sandwiches and sometimes small 
tea cakes. Before dinner, usually about 
seven, is cocktail time, then a solid 
dinner. After dinner and coffee, people 
seem to settle down to serious drinking 
At Crianlarich even the bath water 
resembled strong tea — complete with 
the tea leaves Right off the bogs and 
moors.

After the mask has set for 
15 minutes, rinse off with 
warm water, then splash 
with cold w ater to close 
pores. You may also use a 
refresher or astringent for 
this purpose. Then, pat skin 
dry—don’t rub. 
Moisturizing is a must for 
any wom an’s beauty rou­ 
tine, for the face as well as 
the neck. Cover the neck 
area with a hand-over-hand 
movement from the collar­ 
bone upward. Be careful not 
to stretch the neck skin be­ 
cause it’s especiallv sensi­ 


tive and prone to early 
wrinkles. 


When moisturizing your 
face, a good rule to remem­ 
ber is to work the opposite 
direction from which lines 
form. For example, at the 
mouth, lines form from the 
nose downward, so work in 
short strokes across them. 
Use fingers on one hand to 
gently hold mouth sides, 
while working in a circular 
motion with fingers of the 
other hand moving upward 
and outward. 


Special care is necessary 
for the eye area, where skin 
is thin and contains very few 
oil glands. Always stroke 
the eye area gently, moving 
from the inside tip outward 
and upward to the eyebrow. 
If tweezing eyebrows or 
applying shadow, be careful 
not to stretch the skin. 


To avoid placing undue 
pressure on the skin when 
pam pering 
your 
face, 
remember this beauty hint: 
Hold hand with elbows up 
so your fingers move cross­ 
wise (not downward) on 
face an d^ th ro at . This 
creates a light gentle touch 
and is also useful for apply­ 
ing a soft coat of make-up.

Home freezers were 
the latest rage, and most of 
them were stocked with 
several kinds of ice cream 
at all times. The creative 
cook found fulfillment in ice 
cream pies, gorgeous par- 
faits, and rainbow ice cream 
rolls.

Heat to 
boiling (212°F.) stirring 
frequently. Remove from 
heat. Cool in refrigerator to 
lukewarm ( 1150 F. ). Add a 
small amount of cooled milk 
to yogurt in medium bowl. 
Stir until smooth. Add re­ 
maining milk Mix thorough­ 
ly. If desired, pour into 6 to 
8 individual custard cups. 
Cover. Place in pan of hot 
water to keep milk luke­ 
warm (95-110°F.) until set. 
Do not stir or move. Coag­ 
ulation takes about 3 hours. 
(Change hot water in pan 
2 or 3 tim es to keep milk 


lukewarm.) When set, place 
yogurt in refrigerator to 
chill. 
Serve plain or topped with 
honey, brown sugar or jelly. 
Makes 1 quart. 


Vanilla Yogurt — Add 1 ta­ 
blespoon vanilla and 1 ta­ 
blespoon liquid sweetener to 
the 1 quart mix above and 
make as for plain yogurt. 
Lemon Yogurt — to 3/4 cup 
plain yogurt gently stir in 
1/4 teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, 1/2 teaspoon vanilla, 
3/4 teaspoon liquid sweeten­ 
er and 1 to 2 teaspoons fresh 
lemon juice. 


Peach Yogurt - t o 3/4 cup 
plain yogurt gently stir in 
1/2 teaspoon vanilla, 1/2 tea­ 
spoon liquid sweetener, 2 
teaspoons honey and 1/3 cup 
chopped 
drained 
peach 
slices. 
Blueberry Yogurt — to 3/4 
cup plain yogurt gently stir 
in 1/2 teaspoon vanilla, 1/2 
teaspoon liquid sweetener, 
and 1/4 cup thawed frozen 
unsweetened 
blueberries, 
chopped.

Career Girl Entertains 
with Elegance and Flair, 
Silver Shining Bright! 


When a girl is tableware 
editor of a leading m ag­ 
azine, her guests have a 
perfect right to expect 
something out of the or­ 
dinary when she entertains 
They’re not disappointed 
when Carolyn Bartel gives a 
dinner party. Carolyn loves 
variety in both service and 
table 
appointments—and 
her flair for design and color 
lends a dramatic touch to 
every festive occasion Her 
settings reflect authority, 
too, for Carolyn is an editor 
of "M odern Bride” m ag­ 
azine 
While most of her bride- 
to-be readers are content to 
make 
a once-in-a-lifetime 
choice of “ company” table­ 
ware, Carolyn finds that two 
different sets of china and 
sterling are just what she 
needs to give her tables in­ 
dividuality and design inter­ 
est. “ For instance, I recent­ 
ly decided to choose my 
sterlin g," she said, "and 
after looking for about a 
week, I finally settled on not 
one, but two patterns—one 
richly carved, the other 
simpler, but similar in feel­ 
ing. I have place knives and 
forks in one pattern, and 
teaspoons, salad forks and 
place spoons in the other. It 
makes me feel the combina­ 
tion is ‘me.’ ” Carolyn’s two- 
pattern theme extends to 
china, 
too, with dinner 
plates decorated with flow­ 
ers, and salad plates, cups 
and saucers adorned with 
birds. Both are color-keyed 
in wine-red on white. 
Carolyn 
believes 
that 
every woman has the rierht 
to beautiful table appoint­ 
ments for special-occasion 
entertaining — and 
that 
tablew are needn’t be fi­ 
nancially prohibitive. “ Start 
with the essentials, and 
build a set gradually,” she 
advises. “ I started my solid 
silver set with only two two- 
piece 
place 
settings— but 
my mother soon helped me 
out with two more. And 
whenever gift - givers ask 
what I want, I tell them I’m 
trying to add to my sterling 
set. Right now, I’m collec­ 
ting salad forks— the pieces 
I use most. I serve salad the 
way the Europeans do — 
after the main course, as a 
digestant. So until recently, 
if the dessert required a 
fork, too, it meant a dash 
into the kitchen for a quick 
wash-up.” Carolyn adds that 
she almost never polishes 
her sterling. “ I use it con­ 
stantly, and find I never 
need to,” she states. 
Included in her tabletop 
“ wardrobe” are tablecloths 
and 
runners 
which she 
makes herself from fabrics 
w hich 
ca tch 
her e ye . 
“ They’re inexpensive, and 
give me just the background 
I want,” she says. “ I espe­ 
cially like to cover a round 
table first with a round 
cloth, and then a square 
cloth. Both hang to the 
floor.” 
L ike m ost h o ste sse s, 
Carolyn loves to serve din­ 
ner by candlelight. “ My 
latest acquisitions are hur­ 
ricane lam ps, and I use 
them everywhere. They look 
particularly pretty on my 
buffet table, and add the 
needed height at the back I 
like to collect interesting 
baskets, too — either for 
serving food or as flower or 
plant holders.” 
When asked whether men 
appreciate her tables as 
much as women, Carolyn 
replied, “ Absolutely — even 
the most unobservant man 


has commented. I believe 
the blending of decor and 
tabletop might be the rea­ 
son. Also, I use warm, dark 
colors—shades of red and 
blue—and men tend to feel 
comfortable and at home in 
such surroundings.” 
The apartm ent of this 
busy career girl accom o­ 
dates four to six people 
comfortably for dinner, and 
she entertains at least once 
a week at dinner or brunch.

1 cup dried apricots 
14 cups water 
Vx cups sugar 
Grated rind of 1 lemon 
2 packages (3 V* ounces 
each) vanilla flavor 
whipped dessert mix 
1 cup ice cold water 
2 egg whites 
V« cup sugar 
2 tablespoons cognac or 
1 teaspoon brandy 
flavoring 
1/3 cup chopped, toasted 
almonds 
Combine apricots, water, 
sugar and lemon rind. Bring 
to boil; cover and simmer 
15 minutes. Chill. Drain, 
measuring syrup. Add water 
to syrup to make 2 cups. 
Chop apricots finely and 
combine with 1 cup of liquid 
mixture. In a bowl, prepare 
dessert mix with 1 cup ice 
cold water ; whip at highest 
speed of mixer for 1 minute 
(m ixture w ill be thick). 
Blend in remaining 1 cup of 
measured liquid; whip at 
medium speed for about 2 
minutes. Beat egg whites 


until foamy; gradually beat 
in V4 cup sugar, 1 tablespoon 
at a time. Continue beating 
until egg white mixture 
forms stiff peaks; fold into 
prepared dessert mix with 
chopped 
apricot 
mixture, 
cognac and almonds. Place 
in lVi-quart casserole or 
souffle dish. Chill about 3 
hours. Garnish with addi­ 
tional cooked whole dried 
apricots 
and 
maraschino 
cherries. If desired, dec­ 
orate top with several fresh 
daisies.
